WASHINGTON, July 11.—Senator Wil- 
liam Lorimer of Illinois today began 
his speech defending his right to his 
seat.

This is the second time Lorimer has 
spoken on the floor of the Senate in de- 
fense of his right to a seat.

When the holder was full, he dumped 
the hoppers into a box and killed them 
with bisulphide of carbon. The farm- 
ers dry the hoppers and sack them for 
chicken feed.

ASLACK OF MONEY 


Elsie Flad, 19, Sends Herman 
Ries on Errand After He Tells 
Her He Isn’t Able to Wed. 





THEN SHE SWALLOWS ACID 


Hands Bottle to Fiance as He 
Returns to Steps of Her 
Sister’s Home at Midnight. 


While Herman Ries, shortly before 1 
a. m. Thursday, went to buy a bottle 
of soda water for Miss Elsie Flad, the 
young! woman swallowed carbolic acid 
on the steps of her sister’s home, 3455 
Missouri avenue. 

When he returned with the soda, she 
handed him the bottle from which she 
had drunk the poison. She died at 4:20 
a. m. at the city hospital. 

Ries had teld Miss Flad, her sister 
says that their intended marriage would 
have to be indefinitely postponed. He 
said he was not financially able to marry 


her. This announcement, according to 


the sister, Mrs. Fred C. King, was what 
caused Miss Flad to kill herself. 
Left Home After a Quarrel, 


Miss Flad, who was 19 years old, had 
been living with her sister since Sun- 
day, when she left her home at 3721 
South Jefferson avenue, because of a 
quarrel with her mother, Mrs. Jacob 
Fad. 

The unwillingness of Ries to fulfill ear- 
lier plans for the girl’s marriage was 
the cause, Mrs. King said, of the quar- 
rel between mother and daughter. 

“It had been expected by us all that 
the young people would be married 
within a few weeks,” said Mrs. King, 
“and when Ries announced that he 
couldn’t be married for lack of funds, 
Elsie was heart-broken.”’ 

Ries is a clerk in the Central Dis- 
trict Police Station. He told a Post. 
Dispatch reporter Thursday that he 
had called on Miss Flad frequently, 
but would not admit that any engage- 
ment had existed. 

“I knew Elsie had quarreled with her 
mother,” said Ries, “and that she was 
pretty blue. When I was about to go 
home she asked me to get her some 
soda, and I went to a place on Cherokee 
street. When I returned she held out 
a bottle with a poison label on it and 
said she had swallowed what was in the 
bottle. Then I hurried to cali an ambu- 
lance.”’ 

The girl’s sister. and brother-in-law 
gave her warm milk and other antidotes 
before the ambulance arrived. A delay 
was caused by a mistake as to the ad- 
dress, the ambulance going first to a 
house two blocks away. 

Wept at Mention of Wedding. 

Mrs. Flad said her daughter left 
home Sunday afternoon, after wash- 
ing the dishes. She had found fault 
with the girl for some act which she 
deemed disobedient, and remarked to 
her that when she was married she 
would have to be less headstrong. 
This remark made the girl weep, and 
soon afterward she left the house and, 
going to her sister, asked permission 
to stay at her home a few days. She 
went back to her home Tuesday night, 
when her parents were at lodge meet- 
ing. and took her clothes. 

Because of her evident distress, Mrs. 
King did not at first ask her what the 
trouble was. Later, she says, the girl 
told her of her disappointment in love. 
One of the things which seemed to 
grieve the girl most, Mrs. King saic, 
was that Ries asked her not to call jiim 
up at the police station, as he had fur- 
merly encouraged her to do. 

He lately said that his superiors found 
fault with him because of the mes- 
sages. 


DIVORCED FOR PINCHING 








Mrs. Edith M. Hoppe, who charged 
that her husband, August F. Hoppe.

tance whenever she attempted to make 
any demonstrations of affection toward 
him, obtained a divorce in Judge 
Shields’ court Thursday.

DENIES LAUGHING 
GAS ALONE KILLED 
MRS, ASIMONT 


Doctor Who Gave Anesthetic at 
Oculist’s Holds Weak Heart 
Responsible. 





HIS ASSOCIATE DIFFERS 


Physician Who Assisted Says 
Death Is Chanced Every Time 
Nitrous Oxide Is Used. 


Whether nitrous oxide, ‘commonly 


known as “laughing gas,” is a danger- 
ous and sometimes fatal anesthetic, or 
whether the deaths of persons under its 
influence are due to “contributory 
causes,” was the basis pf an ethical 
conflict between two physicians, Thurs- 
day, at the inquest into the death of 
Mrs. Katherine Asimont, 57 years old, 


of 3862 Folsom avenue. 

Mrs. Asimont, who was a widow, died 
Wednesday afternoon in Dr. William 
C. Owen’s office in the Metropolitan 
Building, while Dr. Owen was operating 
on her to remove an artificial eye. 

“Gas ‘Alone’ Not Fatal.” 

Dr. I. Ross Clark of 3330 Olive street, 
who administered the nitrous oxide gas 
to Mrs. Asimont, said, in response to a 
question from Deputy Coroner Carriere, 
that he did not believe the gas, alone, 
ever had caused the death of a patient, 
as far as present records show. _ 

Dr. Fred E. Woodruff, who also has 
an office in the Metropolitan Building 
and who helped Drs. Owen and Clark 
in their efforts to revive Mrs. Asimont, 
declared a few minutes later, in re- 
sponse to Dr. Carriere’s inquiries, that 
a physician takes a chance of killing a 
patient every time he gives the gas. 

Finding a verdict impossible in the 
face of these conflicting opinions Dr 
Carriere recalled Dr. Clark, who ex- 
plained that, in his opinion, all who 
have died while under the influence of 
the gas were killed by contributory' 
causes. The excitement attending an 
operation might produce a fatal accel- 
eration of the patient’s ‘heart, he said, 
or a heart weakened by fatty degen- 
eration or other diseases might col- 
lapse, but the gas, alone, coula not 
be blamed. 

Awaits Autopsy Report. 

Dr. Clark said he desired an autopsy 
in order to learn if anything was wrong 
with her heart. Dr. Woodruff also 
thought this would be @& good plan, so 
Dr. Carriere withheld his verdict until 
Autopsy Physician Meinhard could re- 
port on the case. 

After the inquest had been adjourned 
Dr. Meinhard examined the body at an 
undertaking establishment and found, 
to his surprise, that Mrs. Asimort 
weighed more than 270 pounds and had 
fatty degeneration of the heart in an 
acute degree. No hint that Mrs. Asi- 
mont was a large woman was brought 
out by any of the three physicians who 
testified at the inquest. The verdict will 
be announced Friday. 

Dr. Clark testified that he gave Mrs. 
Asimont nitrous oxide mixed with oxy- 
gen, and that she was under the in- 
fluence of the anesthetic in about five 
minutes. A quarter of an hour later, 
he said, she stopped breathing. Arti- 
ficial respiration was employed and oxy- 
gen administered, he testified, but the 
patient did not revive. 

Dr. Clark said he did not know the 
proportions in which he administered 
the two gases. He said he could not 
place much reliance in machines which 
are supposed to mix the gases in the 
proper proportions, and for that reason 
used his own judgment. 


First Fatality in His Practice. 
He testified that Mrs. Asimont inhaled 


about 25 gallons of the nitrous oxide} 


gas. When more than 10 per cent of 
oxygen is used, anesthesia usually can- 
not be produced, he said. He declared 
this was the first fatality in the many 
cases of anesthesia he had produced by 
the gas. 

Dr. Owen testified that Mrs. Asimont’s 
heart action suddenly became weak 
about 156 minutes after the operation 
was begun, and that he stopped work 
to let her revive. She continued to 
weaken, he said, and efforts to save 
her were in vain. 

Dr, Woodruff testified that Dr. Clark 
is We nizca as one of the city’s best 
specialists on gas anesthesia, and that 
Mrs. Asimont was prepared in the usual 
way for the anesthetic. The cessation 
of her breathing was sudden and with- 
out warning, he said. 

Objects to Publicity. 
“T’'d like to have you keep this out 
of the papers," said Dr. Woodruff while 
he was being questioned by Dr. Car- 
riere as to the dangers of giving gas. 

“T can’t do that,’’ said Dr. Carriere. 
‘This is a public hearing and there are 
newspaper men in the room right now.” 

“Well,” said Dr. Woodruff, “I sup- 
pose they would like to make something 
sensational out of this, but there really 
is nothing unusual about it.’’ 

A moment later, however, in a rather 
unusual burst of spirit, Dr. Woodruff 
said: 

“We talk and read a whole lot about 
nitrous oxide being the safest anes- 
thetic, but we run chances every time 
we give it.” 

This statement led Dr. Carriere to 
recall Dr. Clark, with the result that 
an autopsy was resorted to for final set- 
tlement of the point.

Rather than see his wife disqualified 
from inheriting $60,000, Dr. Robert P. 
Prewitt of 521 North Newstead avenue 
Thursday requested Judge Homer to 
change his name to Gregg, which was 
Mrs. Prewitt’s maiden name The 
change was granted, and the physician 
and his wife will hereafter be known 
as Dr. and Mrs. Robert Prewitt Gregg. 

Daniel Hopkins Gregg, who died at 
Richmond, Va., in 1885, specified in his 
will that his daughter, after her mar- 
riage, must continue to bear the name 
of Gregg, and that her children must 
be known by-that name. Otherwise, she 
was to forfeit her inheritance, estimated 
in value at $50,000. 

Her Second Marriage. 
This requirement was complied with 


when the heiress became the wife of | 


James Dillon. “While Dillon’s name was 
not. changed, the wife called herself 
Mrs. James Dillon Gregg, and her son, 
now seven years old, was named Harry 
Dillon Gregg. 

Dillon died, and his widow, March 16 
last, married Dr. Prewitt. She con- 
tinued to call herself Mrs. Gregg, but 
decided that, to avoid any danger of 
failing to fulfil the requirement of the 
will, she should have her name leyally 
changed. 

Petition Is Amended. 

Judge Elomer heard her application, 
with an explanation of tke reasons, 
then shook his head. He suid he did 
not believe he had the authority to 
give a wife a name different from her 
husband’s, even when, as in -his case, 
the husband was willing. He said he 
would entertain a motion ito change 
the husband’s name, and Dr. Prewitt at 
once told his wife’s attorney, VP.

Dr. Prewitt was tried In May on a 
charge of violating the drug se~tion 
of the pure food law, and was sentenced 
to five years’ imprisonment in the Fed- 
eral penitentiary at Leavenworth. Ka».

bond. Habitina, sold as a cure for 
drug habits, was the compound which 
got him into trouble with the Govern- 
ment.

England’s Protest Against Favor- 
ing American Ships Not Ex- 


pected to Be Effective. 
WASHINGTON, July 11.—Great Brit- 
ain’s request for a postponement of 
Fanama Canal legislation, now. before 
Congress, until a formal statement can 
be filed against the proposed ship toll 
rrovisions, is likely to have little effect 


in delaying the passage of the canal 
bill. ‘Members of the Senate declared 
there would be no “backing down” by 
the Senate, which wants free passage 
of American ships. _ 

Senator Lodge, ranking member of the 
Senate Committee on Foreign Affairs, 








declared any further delay in the con- 
sideration of the Panama Canal legis- 
lation was impossible. 

Senator Brandegee, chairman of the 
Canals Committee, will make an effort 
to have the Panama Canal bill brought 
before the Senate as unfinished business 
as soon as the Lorimer case has been 
disposed of. It is doubtful, however, 
whether the Senate can reach the bill 
before the British statement arrives. 
Many senators said today that Great 
Britain’s representatives would be given 
‘full consideration.”’

To destroy 
such a traffic there must be elected to 
power a political party which will ad- 
minister the government from the stand- 
point that the alcoholic drink traffic is 
a crime and not a business.

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JUDGE TRIEBER’S VITAL ERROR. 

_ The vital error in the clause of Judge Trieber’s 
interlocutory decree concerning the bridge ar- 
bitrary is that it deals with the arbitrary as a 
railroad rate. The decree merely enjoins the 
ferminal from laying any charge within the 
100-mile zone that fs not levied on similar traffic 
outside that zone. 

But the arbitrary is not a rate and has no con- 
nections with rates. It is a special monopoly 
charge on St. Louis traffic for the use of the 
monopolized bridges and terminals owned by the 
combine railroads. The railroads in the .Ter- 
minal combine charge St. Louis traffic a bridge 
toll for hauling over their own bridges and ter- 
minals. Thus they shift the cost of their bridge 
and terminals‘from the general traffic to St. 
Louis traffic, a policy followed nowhere except 
in St. Louis and discriminatory against this city. 

The discrimination is not between traffic in- 
side and outside the 100-mile zone, nor between 
different kinds of traffic, but between St. Louls 





and.other cities. If the toll were levied on traf-. 


fic outside and inside the zone it would still 
be illegal because At would be a discriminating 
and oppressive monopoly charge. The monopoly 
was formed and all of its illegal practices were 
adopted to create and maintain this monopoly 
graft. 7 

The 100-mile sone was an arbitrary line fixed 
as the limit of concession when the Terminal 
railroads agreed with the city to abolish the 
tolls on traffic outside of the coal fields. The 
combine railroads yielded on outside traffic be- 
cause they believed the tolls on traffic within 
the zone would support their bridges and ter- 
minals. But it was understood when this agree- 
ment was made that the abolition of all tolls 
was merely postponed. 

If there were no specific mandate concerning 
the arbitrary it would be abolished under the 
sweeping order covering all monopoly practices 

abuses. It is the principal monopoly abuse 

md the specific order for its abolition empha- 
sized this fact. 

The arbitrary has been weakened by the re- 
organization of the terminal combination and it 
will be completely abolished. But by refusing 
to abolish it in accordance with the plain intent 
of the Supreme Court’s mandate, even should 
Judge Trieber consent to the refusal, the railroads 
risk the dissolution of the bridge and terminal 
combination. Dissolution would be the logical 
consequence under the Supreme Court's man- 
date for failure to comply with its specific 
terms.

Caroline revenged herself by writin, 
anonyinously, a. novel called “Glen- 
aryon,’’ in which she depicted Byron's 
faults and follies in merciless fashion. 
By this time her temper was a byword

One 
day, for instance, she threw a metal] 
ornament at her page’s head and nearly 
killed the lad. Again, displeased at thé 
way her dinner table was set, she 
leaped upon it and kicked the glass anid 
china into a thousand pieces. 

She openly cursed Byron’s name and 
spread scores of malicious stories about 
him. Yet, when by accident she mat 
Byroh's funeral procession in the street, 
she fell in a swoon and afterward had 
a long and dangerous Illness.

NEW YORK, July 11.—The Evening 
Post, in its copyrighted financial re- 
view, today says: 

“There was a good deal of news to 
affect sentiment today and the stock 
market moved uncertainly most of the 
time. Some attention was given to the 
conference of Roosevelt delegates in this 
e“y,. for the purpose of effecting the 
New York State organization; also, to 
the news of Great Britain’s protest 
against the Panama Canal go ee 
and to the further calling of loans by 
the large banks, whieh reported a heavy. 
deficit In reserves last week. 

“The money market outlook came in 
for a good deal of discussion, in con- 
nection with the arrangements under 
way to provide a large amount of new 
capital for .certain railroads. 

“These propositions were apparently 
held up by the bankers pending a broad- 
er dem from investors, although it 
was clear that some of the loans could 
not be long deferred. 

Banks Buy Paper. 

“An interesting development was the 
better buying of commercial paper, pay- 
ing the holders 4% per cent. There in- 
yestments were in some cases quite 


heavy and showed that much of the 


money which a year ago the banks 
were putting into bonds and short-term 
notes, was now being carried in mercan- 
tile per. 

“The increased offerings of paper in- 
dicated also that the great mercantile 
establishments were finding it profitable 
to use considerable more money in their 
bu than was called for by the re- 
quirements of a few weeks ago. 

‘Less attention was given to politics, 
except for the vague discussions of the 
thi party movement, and the compli- 
cations P that might result from it. 

“Foreign exchange continued firm and

were not renewed, the developments of 
the day suggested that a resumption of 
the movement would be easy, In *he 
event of any demand for money devel- 
oping on the other side.
